NE HUNDRED and sixty-six 
persons arrived in Reno on the 
Virginia and Truckee railroad 


tost night from Tonopah. Without ex- 
ception eve»-y-6ne brings the story that 
ha* been coming here for the past two 
weeks: 


People are dying In Tonopah from 
one to seventeen a day: they are 
taken sick without warning and with- 
in twenty-four hours are either cast 
Into pine boxes and hastily burled or 
shipped to friends In different parts 
of the country. 
Tonopah has battled bravely with 
this «ad condition and is still fighting 
A mass meeting was held last night 
Within an hour nearly 12000 was sub- 
scribed and from now on every meth- 
. od known to science will be used In 
the effort to stamp out a strange mal- 
ady that is carrying scores to an un- 
looked for grave. 
"The 
exodus of people Is condemn- 
ed here." says the Tonopnh corre- 
spondent of the Journal. 
"There Is 
no cause for a panic and the physi- 
cians feel confident that they will aoon, 
have the situation In hand." 
Three deaths are reported from the! 
camp yesterday. 
At the same time 
four funerals were held, and It is Im- 
possible to deny the fact. 
The Journal knows this announce- 
ment will affect 
Tonopnh 
from 
a 
monetary point of view: It will also 
hurt Reno, but In Justice to humanity 
and for the sake of the lives of the 
hundreds who are now rushing Into 
the rarr.p It feels compelled to state 
thene fact*. 
It will certainly not be 
long until health conditions are re- 
stored to their normal state and the 
great camp will once more resume Its 
place as the greatest mining camp In 
the world. 
J. C. CMark. a resident of Ooldfleld. 
was among the passengers who ar- 
rived last night. 
"People are dying at Tonopah." said 


Mr. Clark. 
"The fact can't be de- 
nied and every train from the camp 
I* loaded down with people, some of 
them panic stricken, others frightened 
and every one Intent on getting away. 
The people do not know what It is.

EOPLE are dying at Tonopah every day and hundreds an 
the camp on every train. A dread scourge is playing havoc with 
« 


the great mining camp, but the oitliens have taken the matter in 
hand with a firm grasp and there is now no cause for further fear, 
; ; 


for the disease will soon be wiped out.

A mass meeting was called for last 
night to devise methods of fighting 
the scourge and every effort will be 
made to crush It. The disease Is not 
caused by dissipation. 
This Is evi- 
denced by the fact that the clerks 
and other residents of the camp who 
never drink are stricken and die. 
"While on my way from the stage 


office to the depot In Tonopah I saw 
three funerals pass. 
I am advising 
my friends to remain away until the 
city Is rid of its present epidemic. 
Three friends stood by as Mr. Clark 
made his statement. 'They confirmed 
it in every particular, but asked that 
their names be withheld for business 


"A* peculiar fact of the epidemic Is 
that It Is confined strlfetly to Tonopan. 
Goldfleld. 
Columbia. 
Dlamondfleld, 


Kawtch. Bullfrog—In fact every camp 
on all sides of Tonopah Is Immune 
from sickness of any kind and people 
are moving to the surrounding camps 
to await the time when the authori- 
ties will have conditions In hand. This 
will not be long. 
Three years ago a similar disease 


visited the camp. People died every 
day for about three weeks, then the 
disease disappeared and 
until 
this 


month there was not a healthier camp 
or city in Nevada. 
From a resident of Tonopah. who 
has closely studied the disease It Is 
learned that It comes upon a person 
without warning. The afflicted person 
Is taken with'fainting and vomiting 
spells, confined to his bed and within 
twenty-four hours is dead. The flesh 
turns black."the liver swells to 
an 
abnormal size, the blood coagulates 
and by the time the breath of life 
leaves the patient decomposition has 
set In. 
The physicians cs,n do nothing but 
endeavor to relieve the terrible agony 
suffered-by the afflicted'. In four cases 
out of five death is certain and speedy. 
It baffles everything at the command 
of science. 
But Tonopah Is possessed of cltl- 


mens who can be depended upbn 
to 
cope with It. 
A strict quarantine Is 
probably In effect by this time, the 
city will be thoroughly fumigated and 
within three weeks at the most the 
scourge will be at ah end. 
In the meantime arrangements will 
probably be made so that passengers, 
freight and merchandise consigned to 
surrounding 
camps 
can 
be 
sent 
either through or around Tonopah.

do ordain: 


Section 1. That the city clerk of the 


city of Reno Is hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed not less than ten 
days before the municipal election to 
be held In the city of Reno on the 
second day of May, 190G, to cause to 
be published all nominations certified 
to or filed with him In a newspaper 
printed within the said city of Reno, 
In the county of Washoe, state of Ne- 
vada. 
Section 2. It shall be the duty of the 


city clerk of said city of Reno to pro- 
vide a sufficient number of suitable 
printed ballots and aample ballots for 
use at said municipal election, such as 
provided for by the general election 
laws of the state of Nevada, and the 
said 
city 
clerk shall supervise the 


printing of such ballots, and such bil- 
lots shall be printed at some newspa.-r 
or printing office In the said city of 
Reno, and county aforesaid; and the 
said city clerk shall cause to be print- 
ed In each of said ballots the name cf 
each and every candidate whose nai'ie 
has been certified to or filed with him. 


Section 3. All ballots w/ien prlnSsd 


shall be bound In stub books and may 
be In books of five, ten, twenty-Ova, 
fifty and one hundred ballots ea :h. 
A record of the number

printed for him shall be kept by »he 
city clerk. 
Section 4. The city clerk shall pro- 


vide for each election ward In said 
city of Reno at least two ballots for 
each voter registered therein, and not 
more than five ballots In excess there- 
of.Section 5. Whenever it shall-appear, 
\>y nflllavlt, that an error or omis- 
sion has occurred in the publication 
of the name or description of any of 
the candidates nominated, or in th«* 
printing of the ballots any member of 
the board of City Council, upon appli- 
cation of any voter shall issue an or- 
der requiring the city clerk to correct 
such error. 
Section 6. Before the opening of the 


polls, at said election, the city dark 
shall cause to be delivered to the board 
of el';c»'on of each election ward In 
said city of Reno, the proper number 
of tk-i.ets of the kind to be usel in 
the elo".i:on ward. In the case of rre- 
vfcntlon cf an election In any war-1 :n 
said citv by reason of the loss or de- 
struction of the ballots intended for 
that ward, or for any other caus;, the 
inspector or other election oftVer for 
the ward shall make an affidavit ret- 
ting forth the fact and transmit it to 
the City Council of said city. Upon 
receipt of such affidavit and upo-i the 
application of any candidate for any 
office to be voted for by the vote-a of 
such ward, the City Council shall order 
a new election for such ward.
